their hands up as far as they dare, but 
it never seems to occur to them to 
double their opponents. 

“Others go to the opposite extreme, 
and are always looking out for the op- 
portunity to double, sometimes 
urnwisely. It is by no means difficult 
to lay a trap for a player of this calibre, 
and to induce him to double one out. 
The rash doubler is, in my opinion, the 
most dangerous ner to cut with. I 
would very much sooner have a rash 
caller as a partner.” 

One of the interesting situations that 
arise in Auction is the proper biddin 
of hands that contain three four. 
suits and a singleton. Here is a fine 
example of the proper way to handle 
these difficult hands:

If both of the other two 
suits are too weak to bid and he holds 
three or more of his partner's original 
bid, he should bid two of that suit. Of 
course, if he holds such great strength 
in the suit doubled as to warrant a 
belief that’ he can defeat the bid, he 
should pass.

ed more rain during the season than 
Saskatchewan and Alberta A crop 
much below average was harvested 
in central and southern Saskatchewan 
but taking the Province as a whole 
the wheat yield is about 66 per cent 
of normal. Lack of moisture in cen 
tral and northeastern Alberta caus 
ed serious damage resulting in com- 
plete or partial failure in many dis 
tricts. The estimated yield of wheat 
in that Province is 86,547,000 bushels 
ag compared with the average yield 
for the past five years of 120,041 
bushels. In the Prairie Provinces this 
year 1,157,000 acres more land was 
sown to crop than in 1928 Saskat- 
chewan having the largest acreage 
in its history. It is estimated that 
24,297,000 acres were sown to wheat 
7,732,000 acres to oats and 5,114,000 
acres to barley as compared with 
23,158,000 acres to wheat, 5,137,000 
acres to oats and 4,104,000 acres to 
barley last year. The seed bed was 
in good condition with sufficient moi- 
sture for germination but there was 
sittle reserve. Seeding became gener 
al about: the end of April and was 
completed under favourable condi- 
tions early in June. Early growth was 
slow and towards the end of June 
the crop was about ten days later 
than usual. During July and early 
August dry weather prevailed but 
scattered showers pazvented what 
at one time threatened to be a crop 
failure. The grain matured rapidly 
and cutting became general by mid 
August. Harvesting operations were 
conducted under most favorable condi 
tions is only half the 1928 yield the 
total output is about 68 per cent of 
ivenage for the past five years and 
77 per cent of the ten year average 
The wheat is of exceptionally high 
grade with excellent milling qualities 
Since lst August 162,000,000 bushels 
have been deilvered in the three 
prairie provinces as compared with 
228,000,000 bushels at this‘time last 
year.

We would ask that no action be 
taken in regard to loading any feed 
until this certificate has been issued 
ag the station agent must have it in 
his possession before he can accept 
any consignment on the free freight 
basis. 

It is suggested that a survey of 
the feed situation in the Municipality 
be made, and if it is found that it 
will be necessary to bring in a con 
siderable amount of feed, it is advis- 
ed that one of the organizations ar- 
range to locate the feed as this is a 
much more economical way than each 
individual] going out to secure his own 
requirements.
